000 would be required for school 
maintenance this year, this be- 
ing exclusive of the sum of $40,- 
000 for government grants. 

Awarded contracts for tem- 
porary schools in the Hudson's 
Gay reserve, Norwood Extension, 
Allendale, and the Highlands, 
but referred the building of a 
temporary school at Eim Wark 
to the building and grounds com- 
mittec. 

Made five appoinuments to the 
staff of the new technical school, 
which will begin operations in the 
fall. 

Agreed to appoint a supervisor 
of playgrounds, but did not name 
the man, 

Only four members, the bare num- 
ber necessary to constitute a quorum, 
turned out at the régular meeting of 
the school board last night, these be- 
ing 8. A. G. Barnes (in the chair), Dr. 
Crang, K. W. MacKenzie and J. J. Me- 
Kenzie. The meeting lasted for near- 
ly four hours, a large amunt of rou- 
tine business being transacted. 


Orguniaing Technical Department. 

W. L. Richardson, director of tech- 
nical education, submitted a long re- 
port with regard to the organization 
of his department. He stated that 
the work of transforming the oid 
car barns so as to render them suit- 
able for the temporary ciasses, had al- 
ready been commenced, and it was 
hoped to have everything in readiness 
for the opening of the autumn classes 
on October Ist.

Eveleth, Minn., July 17.—The five 
men who were entombed at the Spruce 
mine here Wednesday, as a result of 
a cloud burst, were reacued tonight. 

The imprisoned miners were locat- 
ed by tapping on a pipe which 
been driven forty feet into the mine 
After the first signals were heard the 
work of excavating was resumed with 
double energy and the men were soon 
located and brought to the surface. 

While they had suffered greatiy It 
is believed all will recover, 

The men had stood neck deep in 
water thirty-one hours. “‘lhrougn in- 
terpreters the men, all foreigners, 
told their story. They heard the 

uards warn the men when the wa- 
or started rushing down the shait, 
but they drew back at the sight of 
the swirling torrents, 

As the water crawled up they were 
submefged first to their waists, then 
to their arm pits. Realizing their 
plight they attempted with picks and

they were able to do so, ty this 


time the water was up to their necks, 
Standing thus they awaited rescuers, 
When the rescuers had blasted to 
within forty feet of them, they made 
signals which were heard. All of the 
fifteen men entombed have now been 
faved.
